Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen , 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Tenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough,  in  con^pliance  with  the 
duty  statutorily  placed  upon  me. 

Owing  to  paper  restrictions  the  Report  consists  entirely  of 
statistical  matter. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  has  continued  in  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  condition  throughout  the  year . 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  less  than  in  1916. 

The  gross  death-rate,  based  on  the  civil  population,  is 
practically  the  same  as  last  year ,  but  the  infant  mortality  rate 
is  much  the  lowest  on  record,  being  only  67  per  thousand  births 
— one  of  the  lowest,  if  not  the  lowest,  of  any  of  the  large 
towns  in  the  country.  This  is  very  gratifying,  having  in  view 
the  importance  of  preserving  child  life  at  the  present  time,  and 
the  efforts  put  forward,  not  only  in  W allasey  but  throughout 
the  country,  to  attain  this  end. 

Housing  work  has  been  practically  at  a  standstill  owing, 
in  the  first  place,  to  depletion  of  Staff ,  and  in  the  second  place, 
to  the  impossibility  of  getting  extensive  repairs  done  to  houses. 

Beyond  again  placing  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
work  done  by  the  members  of  my  Staff,  and  also  of  the 
support  accorded  to  me  by  the  Health  C ommittee  and  the 
Council,  1  have  no  further  comments  to  make.

Population. 

The  civil  population  of  the  County  Borough  of  Wallasey 
at  the  middle  of  1917,  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the 
Death-rate,  is  estimated  by  the  Begistrar-General  at  84,209, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  Birth-rate  at  93,869. 

The  number  of  New  Houses  certified  for  habitation  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  was  12. 

The  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  in  the  Borough  at  the 
end  of  1917  was  19,186. 


Births. 

The  Births  during  the  year  numbered  1,448  (728  males 
and  720  females),  giving  a  birth-rate  of  15-4  per  1,000  of 
population,  calculated  on  Registrar-Generars  Estimate  of 
93,869.  Of  these  593  were  notified  by  Doctors,  and  619  by 
Midwives,  the  remainder  not  being  notified. 

The  Births  in  tlie  Wards  do  not  include  43  children 
belonging'  to  the  district  but  registered  elsewhere,  20  of  which 
wmre  illegitimate. 

The  illegitimate  births  number  72,  equal  to  4-9  per  cent, 
of  the  total  births.

Deaths. 

The  total  nninber  of  deaths  of  people  belonging  to  Wal- 
lasejB  whether  these  have  occurred  in  the  district  or  not,  is 
1,042,  giving'  a  death-rate  of  12-3  calculated  on  the  civil 
population  of  84,209,  as  estiniated  by  the  Registrar-general. 

The  number  of  transferred  deaths — that  is,  deaths  of 
Wallasey  people  who  have  died  outside  the  district — is  166. 
Of  these,  97  occurred  in  the  Tranmere  Ilnion  Infirmary,  25 
in  hospitals  in  Liverpool  and  other  towns,  20  in  Chester 
and  other  Asylums,  and  24  in  various  other  towns,  but  not 
in  institutions.  The  transferred  deaths  numbered  23  more 
than  in  1916. 

72  Inquests  were  held,  57  of  these  being  on  residents  and 
15  on  non-residents. 

12  of  the  total  deaths  were  those  of  illegitimate  child¬ 
ren,  10  of  them  being  under  I  year  of  age ;  4  of  these  died  in 
the  Union  Infirmary.

During  the  year  191T  the  deaths  of  98  children  were 
recorded  who  had  not  at  the  time  of  their  death  reached  the 
age  of  1  jmar.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Pate  of  67 
per  1,000  Births,  wiiich  is  much  the  lowest  rate  on  record 
for  the  Borough.

Inquiries  instituted  in  1908  as  to  the  causes  and  circum¬ 
stances  attending  the  deaths  of  all  children  under  1  year  have 
been  continued  in  1917.  1,013  births  were  visited.  At  the 

time  of  the  first  visit  91  per  cent,  wmre  fed  entirely  on  the 
breast,  8  per  cent,  were  bottle  fed,  1  per  cent,  on  breast  and 
bottle.  Of  the  deatlis  of  children  under  1  jmar  (97  in 
number)  11  were  breast-fed,  22  were  bottle  fed,  13  were  fed 
on  breast  and  bottle,  15  were  not  fed  at  all,  and  particulars 
were  not  ascertained  with  regard  to  36  of  tlie  deaths. 
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Of  the  deaths  of  children  under  1  year,  artificially  fed, 
in  fifteen  instances  it  was  stated  that  the  mothers  had  been 
unable  to  continue  breast  feeding.  In  thirteen  instances  the 
mothers’  milk  was  supplemented  by  bottle  feeding,  in  seven 
instances  the  child  had  been  bottle-fed  from  birth,  and  in 
fourteen  instances  the  cliild  had  not  been  fed  at  all.

Scarlet  Fewer. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  1917  was 
189.  This  number  is  much  below  the  average  incidence,  al¬ 
though  in  excess  of  1916,  when  the  number  was  119.  jSTone

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of  the  cases  were  fatal.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  there 
liiXYe  been  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  Borough  in 
the  past  two  years. 


‘‘Return”  Ca.ses. 

One  case  came  into  hospital  two  days  after  discharge 
of  first  patient,  who  liad  been  in  hospital  46  days.  There 
were  no  complications  while  in  hospital  or  after  discharge. 


Typhoid. 

Tlie  number  of  Wallasey  cases  of  Typhoid  notified  during' 
the  year  was  only  2,  compared  with  14  in  1916,  which  num¬ 
ber  was  then  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough.  The 
diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  in  Wallasey 
is  one  of  the  most  noticeable  features  in  the  records  of  this 
district. 

There  were  5  other  cases  of  the  disease  treated  in  onr 
hospital,  4  being  sailors  landed  at  the  Docks  adjoining  the 
Borough  from  one  of  H.M.  x^nxiliary  Cruisers,  and  one  being' 
a  nurse  from  a  military  hospital  outside  the  Borough. 

Til  ere  was  only  1  death  during  the  year,  wliicli  is  equal 
to  a  rate  of  0-01  per  1,000  of  population. 


Cerebro-Spiria.1  Meningfitis. 

One  case  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  occurred  during 
tlie  year;  the  notification,  however,  was  not  received  until 
six  weeks  after  onset.  An  examination  of  the  fluid  was  made, 
when  the  presence  of  the  diplococcus  was  observed.  Earlier 
attempts  to  isolate  the  organism  failed. 

Tlie  case  proved  fatal  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  year 

(lOlcS). 
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Small-pox. 

There  was  no  case  of  Small-pox  notified  during  the  year, 
hut  5  contacts  were  kept  under  observation  for  the  usual 
period.

Measles. 

Measles  was  epidemic  during  the  year,  the  number  ol 
notified  cases  being  915  (751  Measles  and  164  German  Measles).

The  number  of  deaths  was  10,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0-1  per 
1,000  living. 

1,073  visits  were  paid  to  Measles  cases  during  the  year. 

In  17  cases  the  home  conditions  were  so  unsatisfactory 
that  the  children  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital.  All  of  these  recovered. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  close  four  schools,  two  in 
November  and  two  in  December,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of 
this  disease.

The  deaths  from  Phthisis  during*  the  jmar  numbered  96, 
equal  to  a  death  rate  of  1-1  per  1,000  of  the  gross  popula¬ 
tion,  compared  with  82  deaths^  and  a  rate  of  0-98  in  1916. 
13  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  Union  Infirmarv.  Several 
of  these  were  of  people  who  liad  been  in  the  Institution  for  a 
large  number  of  years.  6  occurred  amongst  the  patients  in 
Chester  and  other  Asylums  who  had  been  admitted  there  from 
Wallasey,  and  4  were  deaths  transferred  from  other  towns. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  of  the  above  deaths  10  occurred 
amongst  people  who  liad  been  resident  in  Wallasey  12 
months  or  less,  and  3  additional  deaths  amongst  those  who 
had  been  resident  in  the  district  less  than  two  years.  More- 
OAmr,  of  the  192  notifications  received  during  the  year  no 
fewer  than  23  (or  more  than  11  per  cent.)  referred  to  xDcrsons 
who  had  come  to  reside  in  the  Borough  within  the  x>revious 
twelve  months. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  was  192,  compared 
with  181  the  previous  year.

Tlie  numl)er  of  visits  and  re-visits  paid  to  the  cases  com¬ 
ing*  during*  my  knowledge  during*  the  year  was  1,894. 
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150  contacts  who  were  seen  on  the  occasion  of  those  visits- 
were  sent  to  the  Tnbercnlons  Officer  for  exaniination. 

The  number  of  Phthisis  cases  admitted  to  Mill  Lane 
Sanatorium  during*  the  year  was  102,  as  will  be  seen  hj  a 
reference  to  the  Table  on  page  28. 

27  of  those  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Advanced  Block, 
and  75  to  the  Block  for  early  cases.
